ged materially since yesterdaj. The 


doubt about New York, if there was any, 
ha, been removed. That state has given 
its vote 'to Harrison by a plurality of 
over 11,000, but has chosen Hill governor 
by 16.000 or 17,000 plurality. 


Indiana has gone for Harrison, bat the 


result on the state ticket ifl still m donbt. 


Connecticut has gone for Cleveland by 


a plurality of less than 400. 


West Virginia is reported to-day to 


have elected the Harrison elecore, and 
Missouri is said to have elected a Repub- 
lican governor. Both these states, how- 
er, are s*ill in doubt. 


In Illinois the Republicans will have 


probably as much as 25,000 on president- 
while Private Joe falls behind consider- 
ably though he is surely elected, along 
with the whole state ticket and a legis- 
lature that is strongly Republican in 
both branches-stronger than in many 
years past. 


Harrison and Morton will have 233 


electoral votes, not counting West Vir- 
ginia. If that ttate has "jined the band' 
it will add 6 more votes. The lower house 
of Congress, according to present ad- 
vices, will have 171 Republicans and \\A 
Democrats. Glory enough. 


Palmer's County. 


In Sangamon county Palmer gets 7,002 


votes, Fifer 6,133, giving Palmer a ma- 
jority of 869, with Talkington to hear 
from, which may give him 80 more votes. 
Fisk gets 575, with four townships to 
hearlfrom. Cleveland gets 6,870 votes, 
and Harrison 6,355 in the same county. 
Palmer runs 32 behind Cleveland. 


IN Piatt county the Republicans made 


a clean sweep except in one case. Charles 
Hughes was defeated for state's vttorney 
by about 180 votes. Harrison received 
280 votes over Cleveland. The recent 
murder trial, the prosecution of James 
Monnce for the killing of Adam Spear, 
cut quite a figure in the election. 
Mounce got 14 years at Joliet, but the I 
people who voted against Charley seemed 
to be dissatisfied 
with the finding.
